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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of claims 60, 61 and the addition of new claims 68-70, in 
the paper of 9/24/2007, is acknowledged. Claims 60, 61 , 63, 64 and 66-70 are present 
and at issue for examination. 

Applicants 1 arguments filed on 9/24/2007, have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 61 and 68-70 iare objected to because of the following informalities: 

Newly amended claim 61 recites "wherein the purified DNA polymerase is the 
subtilisin digestion product of full-length Bacillus stearaothermophilus (Bst) type strain 5 
DNA polymerase". It is suggested that "stearaothermophilus" be "stearothermophilus". 

Newly added claim 68 is duplicative of claim 61 . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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The rejection of claims 61, 63 and 64 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention or enabled are hereby 
withdrawn. 

While the rejection of claims 61 , 63 and 64 are withdrawn, applicants attention is 
drawn to applicants comments (page 4, fifth full paragraph of paper submitted on 
9/24/2007) regarding newly added claims 68-70, which state that "new claims 68-70, 
which recite a purified DNA polymerase that is encoded by the Bacillus 
stearothermophilus (Bst) type strain 5 DNA polymerase ATCC No. 12980". The office 
interprets this statement as not accurately reflecting new claims 68-70, but rather this 
statement reflects claims 68-70 previously submitted on 8/21/2007 and is a mistake.
